Hon, Mr .Pugsley ,when Mayes’ state- 
ment was submitted to him, instantly 
characterped the whole thing as a 
scheme of blackmail which had as ‘ts 
purpose the sale of Mayes’ dredge to 
the department of public works for §49,- 
(00 more than the department's superin- 
tendent of dredging said the dredge was 
worth. 

“Mayes.” said Pugsley, “is not giving 
the facts," 

As was explained to Hon. Mr. Pugsley, 
Mayes said in substance that when he 
first wanted the dredging contract he 
approached Mr. Pugsley about it and 
Mr, Pugslay referred him to George Me- 
Avity, and subsequently Mayes and Me- 
Avity wen to Ottawa, where the con- 
tract for $00,000 cubic yards of dredging 
was secured on the understanding that 
the price was to be 55 cents per yard, of 
which five cents was to go to Mayes and 
five cents to McAvity, and that in ac- 
cordance with this arrangement he after- 
wards paid McAvity about $36,000,

note for $2,000 to Mr. Pugsley at Mr, 
Pugsley’s request, the minister saying it 
would be a good thing to have a man at 
Otawa who could do something.

Evidenci of Medical Man. 


Dr. May submitted the report of 
the post-mortera examination made by 
Dr. Green and himself. The examin- 
ation took place on October 10th. The 
report was in technical language, but 
was afterwards explained by the wit- 
ness The wounds upon the face and 
head were minutely described, as was 
the wound on the leg and the eight 
“ractures of the ribs. 

Death was not due to disease, The 
wounds were not self inflicted, but 
were caused by a blunt. instrument, 
probably the back of an axe, particu. 
larly one of the wounds on the side of 
the head. The death was primarily 
caused by compression of the lung, 
the eftect of concussion on the right 
side, which fractured the ribs. The 
wounds in the head alone would not 
necessarily cause death. 

Dr, Green's Testimony. 

Dr. Green corroborated what Dr 
May had said in his report. The 
fracture of the 1ib&S might have been 
eaused by a man jumping upon the 
deceased with his knees. The wounds 
on his head Would probably, prevent 
the old man’s mind from acting nor- 
mally It was acting automatically, 
and this accounted for the answers 
fiven to the questions asked him after 
he was found,

THE FAR NORTH EASTERN FRONTIER 


Old Time Explorer Tells of the Wonderful Flora, Fauna and Riches of the Country 


the Hudson Bay Railway,Will Open to Civilization. 


The recent government announce- 
ment of the immediate building of a 
railway to Hudson Bay hes turned all! 
attention to that litile known region 
Asin the case of all frontier coun- 
tries, to which attention is suddenly 
turfied, all kinds of stories are told 0. 
the new seat of empire, and many men 
are, posing as authorities who have 
hever been near the region. 

The writer of this, W, C. King, isan 
old trontiersman, and has spent years 
in the country of which he writes. His 
story of the resources flora, fauna, dis- 
tanees, character of railway building 
will be listened to with interest. ior 
he gpeaks with greatet authority than 
most, The article follows: 


‘ 

“Port Churchill is situated north of 
Winnipeg on Hudson Bay, about 600 
mites distant from the prairie capital, 
in approximately, lat, 58,50, long. 
93.90, and when the road is built tie 
iollowing will probably be the route: 
Winnipeg to krwood on the C.N.R., 
thence to Pas’ Junction and from there 
vid Nelson House to Port Churchill on 
Hudson Bay. At first this will prob- 
ably be a three dey railroad journey. 
From Churchill to Liverpool, Eng., un- 
der tavorable circumstances will take 
say seven days by fast ocean steam- 
ships, the total time being ten days 
for a journey of 4,000 miles. 

“Commercially, the road's exact 
value is as yet unknown, but likely t 
be tabulous, The following are som 
of the reasons: 

“From all points west of Winnipeg. 
according to locality, it materially 1- 
duees railroad haulage and adds bat 
very little to the ocean distance, say 
a matter of two or three hundred 
miles, On cattle and grain shipped 
irom Calgary or Edmonton, it sieves 
over one thousend miles ot railroad 
transit, as it involves only a four-days 
journey to Port Churchill, in lieu oc 
ten-days to Montreal, lt is needless 
to remark on the immense saving this 
alone will effect. Besides theré is « 
moderate temperate climate the whol 
distance from June 1 to Nov. 1 

“This route Means a personal con- 
venience and a saving of expense te 
the general travelling public, that a 
yet is little realized, One can embark 
in Britain or Europe and land 
Manitoba with no customs, no que 
tions, no trouble or changes, 

Vast Natural Riches. 

“Exact knowledge of (he commer 
cial value and resources of the coun- 
try to be opened out and develcped by 
the Hudson Bay-Port Churchill route 
is as yet most limited, All that we di 
know is that the following miner:ls 
are widely distributed, The mineral 
belt of Canada stretches across — the 
continent trom Hudson Bay and Lab- 
rador to the Pacifie, mostly north of 
latitude 55. The netives and ‘Kski- 
mo” have from the beginning of time, 
nude use of virgin pure copper ior 
axes, knives, spear heads, arrow heads 
fish hooks, pipes, and other purposcs, 
The copper is so soft and pure and yo 
wadely distributed. that the sewed 
bunds residing in the Mackenzie river 
district, Yukon, Great Bear lake, 
Gieat Slave dake, Ati aca iske, 
Deera lake to the vicinity of Church- 
ill, select only choice small pieees, 
suitable for the article to be manufie- 
tured, and succeed in beating it into 
shape between two hard stones, Tron 
pyrites, which is also very pure, is 
tound, and the Indians temper it to a 
surprising degree of hardness, sulfi- 
cient indeed to chop timber and per- 
form all other duties required, fish oi! 
and month blow pipes being used in 
the tempering. ba 

“The copper and iron area is im- 
mense and almost inexhaustible, Co- 
halt, lead, plumbago, silver, salt, mica 
coal, oil, gas, building and grindston: 
clays, ochre and brick, pipestone and 
vaiuabie gems are also distributed it 
various and many places, and Are sitn- 
ply awaiting railroad transport to hee 
come marketable value. 

“Furs, game, fish, tresh water and

A Wonderful Harbor, 

“Churehill harbor is simply a land- 
locked lake of eight miles in length 
about four miles in breadth, in area 
approximately two townships in| ex- 
tent, The Churchill or English river 
fells into the harbor cn its southwest 
corner. An outlet of about one quiu- 
ter of a mile, wide at Fort Prinee ot 
Wales, leads to the open sea and to

The Next Transcontinental. 


As a grand national park for Arctic 
animals, the Churchill country can 
not he beat; as a imititary highway it 
is unapproachable and invincible. 

Twenty years from date, the adyan- 
tages of the shortest transcontinental 
railroad trom the end of Chesterfield 
inlet to Port Rupert via the Barren 
lands and the Na-honey river pass, 
will be as strongly advocated and as 
desirable as this Hudson Bay-Chnreh- 
ill route is now. 

Questions have been asked as to the 
roadbed of the new route, The Pas to 
Churchill, 445 miles, can be easily 
accomplished in three sections ‘at 
moderate cost in three years, as fol- 
lows: 

Division No, 1, south, 170 miles, 

&. 2, central, 176 miles. 

No. 3, north, 100 miles, 

South division—The Pas to Nelson 
House vicinity, crossing of Waskwatin 
tiver of Burnt Wood river. The first
